Cuba, the latest unit being eight navy and eight coast guard 
destroyers. The coast guard craft—-former war vessels 
were dispatched from around New London and New York 
under orders to report to the senior naval commander in 
Cuba. Meanwhile, more than 1,000 United States marines 
were mobilized at the seventh regiment at nearby Quantico, 
Virginia, equipped as an emergency. The coast guard de-

NOT WANTED BUT TOLERABLE 

Senor Gerardo Machado, ex-president 
of Cuba, is spending a holiday in Canada. 
His successor has ordered him to return 
and report for duty as an officer in the 
Cuban army; report, that is, to the sec- 
tion of the Cuban army that helped to 
overthrow his government and chase him 
out of the country, The pull of discipline 
is strong and Machado may heed the call, 
but the chances are he won't. The impulse 
to self-preservation is probably stronger 
than the urge to go home and be shot 

Protests have been lodged at Ottawa 
against his admission into Canada, on the 
ground that he is not a desirable citizen 
There is hardly room for debate on that 
point. Canada doesn't need Gerardo or his 
kind, didn’t invite him, and doesn't want 
him 

But there is a law still higher than that 
framed by parliament to regulate immigra- 
tion; the law of humanity. Whatever his 
offences, Machado is a fugitive seeking 
asylum. He is surely entitled to some place 
to lay his head until reasonably assured 
that he will get a fair trial if he returns to 
Cuba. Nothing is much more certain than 
that if he went back now he would be 
killed without formality 

When the political temper there has 
cooled down somewhat and the courts have 
resumed their normal function and judi- 
cial attitude, Cuba can get Machado if it 
wants him and has bona fide charges to 
lay against him. The extradition laws are 
still in being. And Canada is not a hiding 
place for criminals. Meantime neither the 
interests of justice nor the good name of 
Canada will suffer if he is allowed to so- 
journ for a few weeks in this Dominion.
